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Oil Leaks Off California 
Continue Despite Plugging 


SANTA 
BARBARA, 
Calif. 
(AP) —- A month after an off­ 
shore well blew out, crude oil— 
nobody can say how much—-con­ 
tinues to ooze into the Pacific 
Ocean, fouling water and beach­ 
es up to 90 miles away. 
While Interior Secretary Wal­ 
ter J. Hickel in Washington 
urged tough new legislation Fri­ 
day to prevent offshore oil pollu­ 
tion, workers on a drilling plat­ 
form in the Santa Barbara 
Channel tried to plug a new, 
puzzling leak. 
“There is so much oil that has 
been deDosited in the channel 
over the last weeks that there is 
no wav to reallv senarate wh5ch 
leak this slick is from and which 
leak another is from,” said a 
Coast Guard spokesman. 
When a Union Oil Co. well 
blew out on Jan. 28 it spewed an 
estimated 21,000 gallons .a day 


into the channel until it was 
plugged ll days later. A much 
smaller flow continued. 
Hoping to relieve gas pressure 
they thought was causing the re­ 
sidual 
flow, 
drillers 
began 
pumping a nearby well. 
Last Tuesday the second well 
began leaking more than 4.000 
gallons a day, the conman'' esti­ 
mated. Two days later the com­ 
pany said the flow was vastly 
reduced. Some observers said it 
had stormed. 
Thursday night oil began sur­ 
facing again and by Friday 
night some observers said the 
resulting slick was 1,000 yards 
wide and three miles long. 
There were no estimates of the 
flow. 
The company plans to pour 
thousands of gallons of a heavy 
drilling mud mixture 3,000 feet 
into the well to plug it. It used 


the same technique to stem the 
flow of the first well. 
As fair south as Los Angeles 
beachgoers walked on oil-spat­ 
tered sand. Thousands of water 
birds have died in the ooze. 
In calling for new laws, Hick­ 
el said oil companies should be 
regulated more closely and the 
federal government should do 
more offshore testing instead of 
relying on industry’s sampling. 
Santa Barbara officials have 
been trying to clean up the ooze 
by 
spraying 
oil 
dispersant 
chemicals and water, then rak­ 
ing the tar-soaked piles. 
The city’s parks superintend­ 
ent, Michael Pahos said, “Even 
if the leakage was stopped to­ 
day, no one can know whether it 
will take three months, six 
months or even five years to get 
our beaches back to where they 
were.”

Sirhan Causes 
Rumpus, Wants 
To Be Executed 


SIRHAN SIRHAN 


LOS ANGELES (AP) -S ir­ 
han Bishara Sirhan has failed in 
another volatile try to fire his 
attorneys, change his plea to 
guilty and go to the gas cham­ 
ber for murdering Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy. And he’s been 
warned: Any further tantrums 
and 
he’ll 
be 
gagged 
and 
strapped to his chair. 
“From here on you keep 
quiet, and if not, I will see to it 
that you are kept quiet,” said 
Judge Herbert V. Walker after 
a heated 10-minute exchange 
with Sirhan. 
In the course of his third 
courtroom outburst of the week, 
Sirhan said “I plead guilty to 
murder and ask to be execut­ 
ed.” 
It began with a commotion at 
the defense table, the jury being 
sent from the room, and Sirhan 
telling the judge: 
“I, at this time, sir, withdraw 
my original idea of not guilty 
and submit the plea of guilty as 
charged on all counts.” Sirhan 
had made the same request in 
chambers Tuesday. 
“Stand up,” commanded the 
69-year-old judge. “Do I under­ 
stand that you want to plead 
guilty to murder in the first de­ 
gree?” 
“Yes, sir, I do,” said the 24- 
year-old Sirhan with determina­ 
tion. 
, 
“All right, and what do you 
w’ant to do about the penalty?” 
“I will offer no defense what­ 
soever.” 
“The question is, what do you 
want to do about the penalty?” 
“I will ask to be executed, 
sir.” 
Judge Walker told Sirhan evi­ 
dence had to be produced in 
court and the defendant replied, 
“I will withdraw all evidence 
sir.” 
“There is no such procedure,” 
said the judge. 
“To hell with it,” replied Sir­ 
han. 
The judge told Sirhan he 
would not put up with more in­ 
terruptions: 
“I mean by that you will have 
a face mask put on you which 
will prohibit you from talking 
and further, your arms will be

No doubt you have heard and 
read about the new high-lysine 
com. Many of the questions 
raised in this article may still 
be unanswered in your mind. 
Perhaps some light might be 
shed on the subject in the 
following discussion. 
Lysine is one of the three 
essential amino acids lacking in 
regular yellow corn (tryptoplion 
and methionine are the 
other 
two). 
Through careful plant 
selection and breeding 
type 
has been developed that has 
higher total protein content (12 
per cent) than regular corn (9 
per cent) and is especially high 
in lysine. 
High-lysine com can supply 
many countries such as Central 
a n d 
South 
America, 
the 
Philippines and parts of Africa 
and 
India, whose diets are 
based largely on corn, with 
more 
of

higher 
quality 
protein, which is usually the 
nutrient most often lacking. 
The greatest significance of 
high lysine com in the United 


States will be its substitution j 
for regular yellow corn and! 
protein 
supplements

Cattle and other 
ruminants are able to convert 
various sources of protein to 
their required amino acids and 
thus do hot receive a greater 
nutritional value from it. Swine,

Nixons Last Paris Trip Recalled

PARIS (AP) - The last time 
Richard Nixon saw Paris he had 
to humor a drunk, repeat his 
name several times for an un­ 
impressed secretary and watch 
out for other “ mashed potato” 
dancers on the floor of a disco­ 
theque.
